Payments Twice a Month. 
Payments were made _ twice 
monthly through a slot machine 
operator, who delivered the money 
to the city treasurer and distrib- 
uted the receipts issued by Treas- 
urer Pratt.

Slot machine operators paying 
the unusual tax included a group 
headed by Carl Shelton, since mur- 
dered. This group, had failed to 
support the election of Roy P. | 
Hull for state’s attorney in 1944. | 
Another slot machine group, head- 
ed by Hymie Lipkin, had - been} 
active in supporting Hull, and are 
reported to have operated their 
machines withont paying’ the 
“tax.” At the peak of the pay- 
ments Peoria was a “wide open” 
city and two slot machine cliques 
had more than 800 “one-armed 
bandits” gathering in nickels, 
dimes and quarters in the city. 
The slot machine “tax” netted 
the city $32,854 in the first six 
months of 1945 before the new 
mayor, Carl O. Triebel, put a stop 
to the collection. Mayor Triebel, 
who took office in May, 1945, after | 
defeating the late Mayor E. N. 
Woodruff, said he was “just an 
ordinary citizen” before his elec- 
tion and had no personal knowl- 
edge of what the previous admin- 
istration had been doing.

AFL workers were back on the 
job today at Laclede Gas Light 
Co.’s Shrewsbury plant, ending a 
two-day unauthorized strike that 
threatened to create a serious gas 
shortage for 300,000 residents in 
St. Louis county. 

Members of Local 148, AFL 
Brotherhood of Operating Engi- 
neers, voted Iast night to return to 
work after speakers had 
plained to them the consequences 
of their walkout under the state’s 
new King-Thompson and Madison 
Acts and the federal Taft-Hartley 
law. 

The meeting, held at Carpenter’s 
Hall, 1411A North Grand boule- 
vard, drew about 200 of the 325 
striking employes. When a stand- 
ing vote was asked in favor of re- 
turning to work, only three re- 
mained seated. 

Officers Called Meeting. 

Union officers called the meet- 
ing after failing, in talks to the 
men at the plant’s entrance at 
4118 Shrewsbury avenue, ' where 
they had congregated, to persuade

It is common t6 hear, State De- 
partment people here refer to our 
German zone as the “Kingdom of 
Clay.” Differences between Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, «the American 
commander, and the State Depart- 
ment are being emphasized lately 
by certain commentators close to 


State. 

Basic Differences. 
Basically, the differences arise 
from the fact that Gen. Clay to a 
large extent has been given a free 
hand in Germany. Policy-making, 
State Department officials insist, 
is their operation — “hands off 
please.” But to the military, Eu- 
rope is now @ war zone; when 
they don’t actually turn their 
backs on diplomacy, they laugh at 
attempts to settle disputes on a 
local basis. They feel that par- 
ticular Russian moves in Berlin, 
Austria and Korea are relatively 
unimportant, except as they fit 
into the general pattern. Russian- 
inspired troubles, say the military, 
cannot be argued except in light 
of world-wide Russian expansion. 

Military men say the State De- 
partment debates each local ques- 
tion, such as Berlin, as a lawyer 
prepares his case, going over each 
point, like a brief. 

An important military figure 
told me: 


FRANKFURT, Germany, Aug. 
12 (AP) — German throngs esti- 
mated by the Military ern- 
ment to total 300,000 demonstrated 
throughout the United States zone 
today against high prices. 

Mass meetings in all major 
cities of the State of Hesse de- 
manded that Gen. Lucius D. Clay, 
the American military governor, 
approve a law which would pro- 
vide more rights for workers in 
management.

Differences on France. 

Army men have long writien

While the French admit quite 
openly they will not fight, the 
State Department still pursues 
France with diplomatic talk. The 
military are much more interested 
in Spain than in France. They 
a:e convinced England is the only 
ally worth bothering with in case 
of war. They believe the British 
will fight well, if reluctantly, as 
they always have fought. 

United States airmen say that 
bringing over a handful of B-29s 
to England recently was the 
smartest diplomatic move _ the 
United States could make. They 
would like to-bring over thous- 
ands, if they could only scrape 
them together. Even State De- 
partment personalities here admit 
the B-29 visits were helpful.

were listed as major causes of in- 
ternational discord. The commis- 
sion further declared that the es- 
tablishment of a U.N. police force 
must come before world arms re- 
duction. ~ 

The vote threw the entire ques- 
tion of how to reduce the world’s 
arms’ back to the Security Coun- 
cil. Barring a Russian veto, the

VA STILL PAYING 


FOR BARTENDING, 
DANCING LESSONS 


Courses Where Veteran 
Shows Need. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (UP)— 
Uncle Sam didn’t mean quite what 
some persons thought when he put 
hit foot down on so-called leisure 
time veterans training a few 
months ago, Veterans’ Administra- 
tion officials said today. 

The Government still will pay 
the bill for a course in ballroom 


dancing, photography, flying or 
bartending if the veteran can 
show he intends to use the train- 
ing to make a living, 

However, a veteran applying for 
a course in drink-mixing, for in- 
stance, not only has to prove he 
intends to become a bartender, but 
it would be better for him to 
come from a community where 
drinking is legal. Such a course 
might be approved in New York 
or Chicago and turned down flat 
in a “dry state” such as Kansas, 
The rumpus started some time 
ago when it was charged that a 
lot of the $200,000,000 a year the 
Government spends on veterans 
training was going to let veterans 
fly for fun. Then dancing and 
bartending courses were brought 
into the picture. Congress or- 
dered leisure time courses discon- 
tinued 
Then veterans began complain- 
ing that legitimate courses were 
being eliminated and the policy o 
occupational need was adopted. 
VA officials don’t think the new 
law will do much toward trim- 
however. 
Veterans don’t have to prove they 
are going to stay in aviation to 
qualify. They just have to show 
that a pilot’s license may help 
them in their present work. 


DUTCH GOVERNMENT MOVES:

The newly formed Dutch Govern- 
ment expressed a desire today to 
reach a solution of the Dutch- 
Indonesian problem acceptable to 
the majority of The Netherlands 
and the Indonesian people.

TEL AVIV, Aug. 12 (AP)— 
Two explosions blasted and 
burned the Latrun pumping sta- 
tion halfway between Jerusa.iem 
and Tel Aviv early today, wreck- 
ing a United Nations plan to de- 
liver water. to the Jewish sector 
of Jerusalem by tomorrow. | 

The pumping station was tak- 
en over by U. N. observers yes- 
terday. Technicians were sched- 
uled to make minor repairs and 
start some operations today. 

The station is one of several 
booster points to lift water 
through the pipeline from the 
coast over the Judean hills to 
Jerusalem. All the other stations 
are in working order and are held 
by the Jews. 

‘The Latrun station was held ty 
the Arabs, but it was placed in 
no-man’s-land by an agreement 
between the Arab Legion and the 
U.N. . 

U. N. observers reported yes- 
terday the Arabs had withdrawn 
at least 1000 yards from the pump- 
ing station. The Arab Legion had 
promised not to interfere with its 
operation. 

U. N. headquarters here said 
seven men in civilian clothes were 
seen around the pumping station 
last night. They were warned 
away by U. N. guards living in a 
Trappist monastery near the 
station. Later, the men apparently 
sneaked past the U. N. checkpoint 
with a truck and blasted the 
station. All seven were seen flee- 
ing in a truck, 

No piped water has been avail- 
able to Jewish residents of mod- 
ern Jerusalem since a week be- 
fore British forces withdrew from 
Palestine May 15. The pipes were 
damaged during Arab attacks on 
Jewish convoys near Bab el Wad, 
west of the holy city. 

On the island of Rhodes, mean- 
time,, Count Folke Bernadotte, 
U. N. mediator, ordered Arabs and 
Jews to halt the shooting in Jeru- 
salem after 1 a.m. (St. Louis time) 
tomorrow. He acted after a mid- 
night-to-dawn battle raged yester- 
day through the city’s outskirts. 
It was the biggest fight since the 
U. N.-ordered. truce went into ef- 
fect. 

Bernadotte said the Arabs have 
accepted the order “but so far I 
have received no reply from the 
Jews.” 

He said the order directed both 
Arabs and Jews to see that all 
units — regular and irregular 
troops—do not return any fire be- 
cause “it’s easier for the U. N. 
observers then to tell which party 
starts the firing.” 


PLOESER’S STEEL ALLOCATION 
COMPLAINT TO BE TAKEN UP 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP)— 
Secretary of Commerce Sawyer 
yesterday promised to take up 
with the steel industry a con- 
gressional complaint against the 
proposed plan for allocating 
1,269,000 tons of steel for national 
defense production. 

Sawyer told Representative 
Ploeser (Rep.), St., Louis, chair- 
man of the House Small Business 
Committee, that he could “relax” 
on another issue raised by the 
Congressman —.assertedly heavy 
shipments of sé¢arce steel to 
Sweden and other countries. Ex- 
port shipments are being cut 
sharply, the Secretary said.

After a deduction of 40 marks 
for taxes and Social benefits, her 
salary was 120 marks a month, or 
$36. Like all Germans working 
for ‘Americans in Berlin, she was 
paid out of occupation costs -by 
the Magistrat, executive branch of 
the city government.

regulations, accompanying recent 
currency reforms, one-fourth of 
her wage was in Westmarks, spon- 
sored by the British-American 
and French Military Governments. 
The other three-fourths were in 
East or Russian marks. 

West Berlin dealers, the haus- 
frau wept, were refusing to take 
Russian marks. They could not 
be blamed because three to five 
of them, in the black money mar- 
ket, would buy only a single West- 
mark. But how was she to live on 
$9 a month in Allied marks and 
$27 in Eastmarks which she was 
unable to spend? 

Under the first monetary ordi- 
nance issued by the Allied authori- 
ties, there was a list of comm@di- 
ties and services for which Ger- 
man buyers had free option to pay

Readers at home may be puz- 
zied as to how such a state of af- 
fairs ever came to pass. West- 
marks were rigorously barred 
from the capital’s Soviet sector. 
Eastmarks not only circulated 
freely in the Allied occupation 
districts but acted by law as their 
dominant medium of exchange. 
It was obvious that the Soviet mil- 
itary command, having failed to 
starve west Berlin, was seeking 
to pauperize its anti-Communist 
majority through control of the 
issuance and _ distribution of 
money. 

For three years after the sur- 
render of Germany, its old Reich- 
marks continued to be legal ten- 
der for the whole country. Hitler’s 
printing presses had flooded the 
land with such torrents of paper 
marks and pfennigs that they be- 
came worthless. As a recovery 
measure, the western occupation 
howers resolved to retire the old 
currency and replace it with a 
mew issue, to be known as 
Deutschemarks, and to be founded 
on the productive capacity of ‘west 
Germany. The value was fixed at 
one Deuts¢chemark for 10 Reich- 
marks. Deutschemarks were made 
the exclusive legal tender for Ger- 
mans in the United States, British 
and French zones.

_ Inconsistency on Housing? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your editorials on the housing prob- 
lem there is a tendency toward over- 
simplification that I consider highly im- 
proper. 

For example, you state that Govern- 
ment insurance of mortgages on houses 
up to 90 and 95 per cent “will enable 
Many more people to bid for houses, cre- 
ating demands for more labor and mate- 
rials than builders can obtain.” From 
this, you conclude that costs must in- 
evitably spiral upward. 

On the other hand, you are whole- 
heartedly in favor of Government-sub- 
sidized “public housing” projects which 
apparently you do not believe will “cre- 
ate demands for more labor and mate- 
rials than builders can obtain” and con- 
sequently cause costs to rise. Just how 
do you figure it? 

Labor, which gow represents better 
than 60 per cent of the cost of any 
house, is certainly not going to work 
for less on public housing. Materials 
going into public housing are going to 
.cost just as much money as they cost 
the private builder. Architects are go- 
ing to demand the same fees. In fact all 
along the line costs are going to be at 
least as high as for private builders and 
probably higher, inasmuch as large-scale 
public housing will inevitably attract to 
itself the greater part of present labor 
and material supplies. 

The private builder of homes will then 
‘have to pay the same prices in order to 
get his needed labor and materials, or 
drop out of the picture. 


I take it that you would not consider . 


this latter consequence as too disastrous, 
since you are convinced that the private 
building industry is archaic and that our 
housing problem cannot be solved “with- 
out mass production and lower prices.” 
But here again I consider you guilty of 
over-simplification for the very reason 
that you run roughshod over the most 
fundamental facts of economics. 

Mass production today in no line of 
4ndustry that is basic is achieving lower 
prices for the simple reason that we are 
dealing with a runaway dollar. Lower 
prices can be achieved, then, only by a 
lowering of quality in the product. In 
houses, this result can only be accepted 
if a voluntary lowering of living stand- 
ards is acceptable and I don’t consider 
that “solving” our housing problem.

No. 1. Accusations against persons who have 
undergone grand jury investigation without in- 
dictment should be made public in cases invoilv- 
ing national security. : 

The numerous persons: who have been accused 
in the House committee hearings had already 
been looked into by a New York grand jury. 
That body found there was no evidence to indict 
them. The House committee has now in effect 
indicted. them and found them guilty. 

If this implication of the committee’s actions 
were generally followed, the secrecy of grand 


- juries in national security cases would be de- 


stroyed. All anyone would need to do in order 
to ruin anyone else’s reputation would be to 
denounce him to a grand jury as a spy, even 
though the grand jury subsequently found the 
denunciation to be baseless. 


No. 2. If a grand jury does not bring in a 
nerdict that squares with the preconceived no- 
tions of a committee of Congress, another should 
be impaneled to consider the same matter. 


The calling of a new grand jury, to sit in 
Washington, has been proposed by Chairman 
Thomas and Acting Chairman Mundt of the 
House committee—although the New York grand 
jury is still in existence and although no reason 
to doubt its integrity has been brought forward. 


If a second grand jury also failed, after com- 
pleting its work, to arrive at the verdict which 
Messrs. Thomas and Mundt apparently reached 
before starting theirs, presumably a third grand 
jury could be impaneled, and a fourth, or a 
twentieth, until the verdict coincided with the 
prejudging of the committee. 


No. 3. Hearings such as the present one are 
useful although there is nothing Congress can 
do “legally or legislatively to get at Soviet 
spying.” 

The words in quotatien marks are Acting 
Chairman Mundt’s. Many people will agree 
about the usefulness on the grounds that the 
hearings tell the public what is going on. 


The first trouble with this theory is that the 
public is not told merely what is going on. It 
is also told, as equally true, things which some- 
body only suspects are going on, some of them 
largely true, some largely false, and some com 
pletely false. 

There is still another defect, whatever Mr. 
Mundt’s view of it. Congress can make at 
least one contribution toward getting at Soviet 
spying: It can avoid putting any obstacles in 
the way of those who can do something. An 
obstacle is set up when the committee deals with 
citizens in a way which appears to many people 
to be an invasion of privacy, and unfair. Those 
who so consider it will be less willing than 
they would otherwise be to co-operate with 
agencies such as the FBI which can do and are 
doing something ‘to get at Soviet spying. 

Still another obstacle could be set up if 
the committee blundered into exposing a coun- 
ter-intelligence agent who was posing as A&A 
Communist. The Government would not come 
to his defense, for to do so would destroy his 
usefulness. 

A useful field of action has been pointed out 
by Wallace R. Deuel in an illuminating analysis. 
Our defenses against foreign spies suffer, he 
says, from a shortage of skilled investigators, 
lack of co-ordination among various security 
agencies, ignorance among people in the Gov- 
ernment of the techniques of secrecy, and failure 
on the part of many citizens to understand the 
nature and importance of intelligence and coun- 
ter-intelligence work. 

Another item in the same field has been 
suggested by Joseph and Stewart Alsop, who 
say the Espionage Act is so loosely drawn that 
most authorities consider it almost useless. 

Going over ground that has already been 
covered by the FBI is scarcely a practical ac- 
complishment. It produces sensations, it has 
even, in the past, produced appropriations, but 
it does not produce tangible meritorious results. 

The time may be coming when Congress will 
no longer submit to being politically blackmailed 
into voting funds for this committee for fear 
of being accused of neglecting anti-Communist 
activities. If so, it would be sound policy for 
the committee to be in a position to refer, on 
that occasion, to a worthwhile aoptenpeamanent 
or two.

Baroda’s Legislature charges the Gaekwar, 
whose personal income is placed at $8,000,000 a 
year, with misappropriating and misusing $10,- 
000,000 of funds from the public treasury.

The world has long wondered at the fantastic 
opulence and extravagance of the Indian rajas 
and maharajas, as contrasted with the squalor, 
misery and periodic starvation of the Indian 
masses. In return for their great wealth, most 
of the satraps contribute-nothing to the economic, 
moral or political welfare of their subjects, but 
are an unrelieved deadweight.

It is unfortunate 
that this principle sets aside the vested interest 
of the AFL operators in their union, but since 
it does do so, their best course is to accept it. 
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Millions Know It, Does Mr. Taft? 

To the increases in bank reserves which were 
voted at the special session of Congress, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Snyder now belatedly adds, 
as his part in fighting inflation, an increase of 
an eighth of 1 per cent in the rate on short-term 
Government certificates. In response to this, the 
Federal Reserve Board almost certainly will 
raise the rediscount rate on loans of member 
banks, probably by a half per cent. 

All this, however, is secondary action. In the 
present bloated state of bank deposits, it will 
have a very limited power to slow down inflation. 

The plain fact is that President Truman 
doesn’t have authority equal to coping with the 
inflation. Senator Taft declares he does, but 
then the Senator doesn’t think the inflation is 
going to become “extreme.” 

Millions of Americans who are hard-pressed 
and even desperate because of the inflation will 
find difficulty in translating Senator Taft’s re- 
marks into the language of their everyday lives. 

They think the inflation is extreme right now. 
They know, of course, that the President has no 
authority to restore price controls on.apartments 
and houses for rent, or to place them where they 
have never been, on new houses for sale. Mean- 
while, the building industry is setting a new rec- 
ord at building houses that are not worth what 
they cost, and offering them for sale at prices 
which people cannot afford to pay. 

The same millions know that Mr. Truman, 
while he may not have administered his farm 
program as well as he should have in the interest 
of the consumers, lacks power to do the ultimate 
needful about foodstuffs. This is to bring prices 
down and keep them down at levels which the 
buying public can reach. 

They know President Truman cannot restore 
the excess profits tax to discourage the taking 
of swollen profits which have made the postwar 
period one of frantic normalcy. 

And if Mr. Taft doesn’t know they know it, 
he has got his ear very high up off the ground.

If we had not aided 
Greece it would have 
fallen under Commu- 
nist control, and the Soviets would have 
gained mastery over the eastern Mediter- 
ranean,

While Greece occupies a strategic posi- 
tion we do not believe it can be said that 
we began the aid program only in the nar- 
rower sense of self-interest. As we know 
it, American self-interest includes a stake 
in freedom. 


Yet while the United States: aids in the 
fight against Soviet totalitarianism in 
Grxece, for the past year we have tolerated 
and indirectly supported a native Greek 
despotism that is equally as bad. 

When the Sophoulis Government was in- 
augurated last fall, we believed that it 
would bring more freedom to the -Greek 
people. It has not. Neither have our mil- 
lions of dollars in military supplies driven 
the guerrillas from Greece, nor does it ap- 
pear that anything short of military occu- 


, 


pancy of all Greece could do so. Even then, 
the guerrillas would retreat, enly to return 
aS SOON AS, troops were removed. 

Perhaps the military aspects of our aid 
program have not failed, but at least they 
have not been singularly successful. On the 
other hand, physical reconstruction has 
been successful, if The Corinth 
canal has been rebuilt, and Greek ports are 
being repaired. Work is being done on air- 
fields and 2100 miles of roads are under 
construction.

Yet there is no freedom in present-day 
Greece. There is no freedom of assembly 
and no freedom of the press. The present 
Greek Cabinet has certainly not shown any 
tolerance or feeling for the Greek people 
in allowing massacre-executions or in its 
continued imprisonment and deportation of 
persons whose only crimés seem to be dis- 
agreement with Government policy. 


The United States cannot expect to dic- 
tate the policies of Greece or any other 
nation without making a laughing stock of 
the words self-determination and national 
sovereignty. But Americans can expect 
that the return for our aid will not be local 
totalitarianism, a reversal of all our tradi- 
tions of freedom. We have muddled in 
Greece long enough. 


We need not be fearful that the Greeks 
wil] tell us to take our aid and go home. 
They are as aware of the importance of 
American strength in that strategic penin- 
sula as we are. 

We should act like a nation conscious of 
the correctness and justice of its purposes. 
It has long since been time for us to read 
the riot act to Greek leaders. 


Force alone won’t cure the civil illness 
of Greece. There must be an unbending 
of despotism and an extension of elemen- 
tary demodcracy. Greece can accomplish as 
much or more with the weapons of human- 
ity and tolerence as she can with bullets.

Clues to a Tranquil Life 


A GUIDE TO CONFIDENT LIVING, by Norman Vin. 
cent Peale. (Prentice-Hall, 245 pgs., $2.75.) 

Dr. Peale’s guide to confident living is 
derived from a combination of psychiatry 
and religion. As pastor of the Marble Col- 
legiate Church on Lower Fifth avenue, New 
York, he has, for many years made an 
application of his ideas to the problems 
brought to him by his parishioners. 


His book is not theoretical except that 
there is necessarily an element of theory 
in what is still an exploratory field. Mostly 
it is a report of the operation of the Col- 
legiate Church clinic, the techniques em- 
ployed and the results obtained, supported 
by case histories, documented with the 
testimonials of persons who have been 
benefited. 


In addition the book reveals how read- 
ers not in need of clinical treatment can 
attain tranquility by applying its teachings 
to themselves without availing themselves 
of personal] counseling. The author’s de- 
clared purpose is to state and demonstrate 
a simple, workable technique of thinking 
and acting to revitalize human lives and 
promote success and happiness. It is def- 
initely better than most “how-to” books, of 
which there are many. 


It is implicit in the approach of Dr. Peale 
that modern psychiatric practices are based 
on old Biblical teach- 
ings, claiming for the 
New Testament that 
it is not only a religi- 
ous book but may be 
thought of as a for- 
mula book of spiri- 
tual science, demon- 
strable in the labora- 
tory of personal ex- 
perience. Sci entific 
terminology, particu- 
larly in the field of 
bodily ailments, are 
employed skillfully in 
the discussion of re- 
lated spiritual condi- 
tions. The reinforce- 
ment of Biblical passages is sought with 
more intelligence and discrimination than 
is usual among text-quoters. 


As might be expected of the minister of 
a Fifth avenue church, much of the mate- 
ria] is on the Fifth avenue level, with a 
parade of “typical aggressive and efficient 
business men of the sort that compel re- 
spect and gain dominance.” Naively the 
author tells about the man who asked 
him to forget the rest of his congregation 
and concentrate on a single sheep who had 
gone astray because, as the man said, “I 
need him in my business.” It does not fol- 
low, however, that the minister's guide to 
confident living is not just as good away 
from Fifth avenue.

ANNIVERSARY AS TERRITORY 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (UP)— 
Hawaii celebrated its fiftieth anni- 
versary as an American territory 
today with high hopes of attaining 
statehood in the near future. 

The Hawaiian Islands, 2400 
miles southwest of San Francisco, 
were formally annexed to the 
United States Aug. 12, 1898, at the 
request of their own previously-in- 
dependent government. Two years 
later, its people were granted Unit- 
ed States citizenship. 

Since then, Hawaii has been 
clamoring for admission into the 
union as the forty-ninth state. Last 
year, the House approved a bill to 
authorize Hawaii’s admission, but 
the measure died in the Senate,

RUSSIA MERGES METAL UNITS; 
UKRANIAN WILL HEAD THEM 


MOSCOW, Aug. 12 (AP)—Ivan 
T. Tevosyan emerged today as the 
most important industrial execu- 
tive in Rusegia. A Government de- 
cree placed him, in charge of a 
merger of the Ministry of Ferrous 
Metallurgy (steel) and the Minis- 
try of Non-Ferrous Metallurgy. 

The merger. unites all enter- 
prises producing all metals from 
pig iron, steel and rolled steel 
products through nickel, zinc, tin, 
aluminum, lead, manganese, alloys 
and other metallurgical pursuits. 
Tevosyan’s control extends to 
thousands of large enterprises 
from the Black Sea to the Pacific. 

Tevosyan is an Armenian. He 
has been considered one of the 
most talented young administra- 
tors in the Soviet Government. He 
had headed the old Ministry of 
Ferrous Metallurgy, concerned 
mainly with steel production.

Chester Bowles today formally an- 
nounced his candidacy for Gover- 
nor of Connecticut.

Bowles made his announcement 
on the eve of the Democratic 
state convention after being as- 
gured by party leaders that the 
nomination was his for the asking. 

“Many. thoughtful political ex- 
perts have declared that this is a 
Republican year and that any 
Democrat is bound to be defeat- 
ed,” he said. “The gruelling effort 
of a campaign faced with certain 
defeat is not an attractive pros- 
pect.

Facts About Oil Storage. 

E spent the other afternoon 
W down in the basement getting 

away from the heat and some 
old friends of the family, and 
while we were there we naturally 
got to thinking about the oil stor- 
age tank for the oil burner. 

Now as you probably know, 
basement oi] storage tanks have, 
or at least they should have, a 
protective coating of asphalt on 
the outside to prevent rusting. If 
this coating is in bad shape, apply 
a fresh one. If you don’t happen 
to like the color of asphalt paint 
you can apply a special paint over 
it for decorative effect. Don’t use 
an ordinary paint, as this won't 
hold for long. 

After the past winter a lot of 
people are considering the advan- 
tages of installing a larger size 
tank, maybe 550 or even a 1000- 
gallon job, outside and wunder- 
ground. There are a couple of 
benefits you get from this change- 
over. First of all, you'll have a 
pretty good size fuel supply re- 
gardiess of how slow deliveries 
might get during the bad. months. 

Another point is that some fuel 


companies give you a reduced rate 
when you buy oil in bulk and, 
last but not least, getting the tank 
out of the basement and under- 
ground leaves you with more room 
in the cellar—for what I wouldn’t 
know. 

If you happen to have an under- 
ground tank, keep a close watch 
on your fue] consumption because 
about the only way you can spot 
a leak in these babies is the dif- 
ference between what you put in 
and what you get out, If the tank 
was filled when the burner was 
turned off, check the tank before 
you turn it off to see if there has 
been any loss of fuel.

But, 
once the townsfolks saw that the 
car contained Legionnaires they 
leaped aside and saluted or bowed. 
Legionnaires command respect in 
Morocco, even if they have to oc- 
casionally bash someone’s head in 
to get it. 

Inside Tisnet is a post of the 
Foreign Legion, with banana trees 
(complete with cdébras) growing 
on the parade ground. Our travel 
was simplified here by signs be- 
cause the Arab population has 
generally avoided book learning. 
Road signs near populated sec- 
tions are pictured, not written. 
Picture of a railroad train means 
tracks ahead. Picture of a horse 
and wagon means a crossroads. 
There was a picture of a child 
playing. One picture-sign showed 
a tired camel. Translated for the 
VU. S&S. 66 this would read: “Dan- 
ger—camels crossing ahead.” 

Camels did, in fact, give me some 
difficult moments. They've had 
the run of the roads here long be- 
fore Jack Benny’s Maxwell started 


to sneeze, and they rightfully re- 


sent the mechanical invasion. It 
was almost impossible to make 
the lumbering “desert ships” get 
off the middle of the highway, and 
as our driver refused to slow down 
I often thought I would have a 
dromedary in my lap. 

We whizzed by a wheezing bus 
with “Greyhound” still visible on 
its side. This was one of many 
retired. Greyhound busses récently 
handed down for Moroccan tran- 
sit. 

The bus had Arabs riding on 
top with the luggage. Local busses, 
I was told, sell first- and second- 
class tickets. Second class gives 
you squatter’s rights on the roof. 


There was a strong wind whip- — 


ping across the wastes. It was 
like the breeze you get from a 
blast furnace. Regularly the wind 
whished a truckful of.sand and 
dust at us and we all looked as 
if we had the measles. 

Suddenly the sun went down be- 
hind an approaching mountain and 
bam! as if someone had turned 
on an air conditioner—the. ther- 
mometer took a dive, the wirds 
turned icy and nipped at my ap- 
Pendix. 


I had worn my lightest tropical 
slacks. Now I gratefully permit- 
ted my German friend to wrap 
two United States Army Wankets

around me until I resembled the 
mummy of King Tut. 

We had just gone through a 
village and on either side of the 
road I saw Arabs take their prayer 
rugs off camels or donkeys, unroll 
them and face east. 

I could always tell when we 
were near a water hole by the 
animals and birds. I encountered 
a vulture for the first time. An 
ugly fellow glided overhead for 
two miles, studying my bald spot. 
I put on my hat, 

Then the moon went into pro- 
duction—the biggest moon I had 
ever seen. It was so bright there 
was no reason for headlights. 

On both sides of the roads now 
I could see Arabs sleeping along- 
side of their donkeys or camels. 
That’s the way they travel in this 
part of the world. They load their 
beasts with fodder and gear, not 
leaving room for a saddle, and 
start out. When they get tired 
they drop wherever they are. Main 
idea is not to reside over a snake 


pit. . 
At about 10 o’clock the outpost 


of Foum E] Hassen, sitting alone 
on a great desert flat, came into 
sight. The white-hatted Foreign 
Legionnaire at the gate let us in. 


Capt. Michael Forget (pro- 
nounced Fore-gay) bid me hello. 
His short sleeves revealed part of 
his forearm missing.

E showed me to my quarters, 
H: little house by itself, It was 

really regal, Arab-style, with 
an arched doorway, a native guard 
and a bed big enough for the quin- 
tuplets. 


The bed had no posts but was 
set about four feet off the floor 
in two solid slabs of rock. How 
come? I wanted to know. 

Capt. Forget said: “This makes 
it difficult for scorpions or snakes 
to climb up. Well, sleep well, M. 
Sparks.” 

Eighty per cent of the rugged 
men at this Foreign Legion out- 
post are young Germans, I later 
learned, many of whom served 


with the now shredded Wehr- 


macht. 


With both their sunken cheeks 
and their morale filled out again 
by good French chow, these blond 
youths strut around Foum el Has- 
san like a newsreel flashback of 
Hitler’s day. 


Most of Hitler’s children were 
born in a Germany that was one 
vast parade ground. The army is 
the only way-of-life-they know, 
After seeing them at Foum el Has- 
san I assure you they still know 
it well, They are being “recruited” 
in the French occupation zone 
where many sign up right after 
being released from French PW 
camps. The diet in Germany be- 
ing what it is today, they leap at 
a chance for three squares—and 
the secure, regimented military 
life. 


‘Because the past is a man’s 
most private property in this set- 
up, the Germans are treated like 
the rawest recruits. 


It is strange to see a young 
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French lieutenant, who just 
popped out of a military academy, 
telling a barrel-chested German 
veteran with bullet scars how to 
hold his rifle. But every man 
keeps a straight face, even if he 
maintains his tongue in his cheek. 

While the ex-Nazi officers are 
technically not admitted, every- 
body joins the Legion under an- 
other name anyway, and there is 
no investigation. I know that 
there are many former SS of- 
ficers, among others, at present 
serving the tri-color as privates. 
There are also quite a few mali- 
cious Huns who do not care to 
face Allied investigations, 


But despite their Hitler-hate 
background, most of the Germans 
here fit in very well with the in- 
ternational racial goulash that is 
the Foreign Legion. 

They sleep, live, work and play 
sweet-as-light with Frenchmen, 
Poles, Russians, Jews—and every 
other son of frustration who finds 
his way into this most tolerant 
organization.
